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CIA Presentation at U. S. Amy Command and General Staff College 


1. During my visit to the U . 8 . Amy Command and General Staff 
Collage on 12-14 September 1966, one of my function* was to meet 
with the Staff coordinating Hi© Agency** presentation on 14 December. 

2* The following information was ascertained. The Staff reaf- 
firmed their desires to receive the information outlined i d 
memo of IT May 1960 {approved by Assistant Comma adapt, CGSC) . 

The instructional period will be from 0830 to 1020 on 14 December I960 
to approximately 620 students. It was suggested that roughly 50 min- 
utes be devoted to the initial presentation, 15 to 20 minutes given for 
the student break, and 40 minutes far student questions. More speci- 
fically, $ to 16 minutes might be devoted to the place of CIA in the 
Intelligence Community including the general organisation of the 
Agency with emphasis on DD/P as it contributes to unconventional 
war plans (LTW), The intelligence Community information is taught 
more extensively earlier in the course, where the r e la tio n shi p of UW 
to the Agency's function is only mentioned. The remaining 46 to 45 
<jf glass time should be concerned with the general subject 
of war plans. The students are interested primarily in what the Agency 
can do far the U. 6. Army in a hot war and to a lesser extent, the 
relationship of the Agency and the Army in a cold war. This includes 
the development of our assets and problems related thereto. 

3* This presentation has been given top secret classification, 
and the Staff stressed that the speaker should be candid within these 
limitations They dashed, and said it would be well received by the 
students; the speak«Jto give information on any defunct or completed 
operations of notable success* 

4. In the questioning period last year, several questions were 
net directly answered presumably because of currency of operations. 
This gave an adverse reaction to the students and effectively stopped 
further questions in that the s tuden ts felt information was being with- 
held from them. They suggested that if a question could not be an- 
swered directly, the speaker should try to counter with a sim i l iar story 
or situation that could be told. It appears that the students are 
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PW-ttealarly desirous of obtaining current information in this area 
” fee Sia& anticipate many questions. Infect, they anticipate 
questions recording Cuba, Congo, U-2, fee Mossadegh situation, 
dovol^fflisnt, etc., what we are doing about it and what 
soviet Russia may be doing about it,
